Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  duty  of  presenting  the  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Hucknall  for  the  year  1958. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Hutchinson  resigned  from  the  appointment  as 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  November,  and  until 
the  end  of  the  year  Dr.  W.  R.  Perry,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Basford  Rural  District,  acted  as  your  Medical 
Officer. 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  514  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified. 

Measles  (281  cases)  accounted  for  the  bulk  of  these 
notifications.  Fortunately,  measles  did  not  cause  any  death. 
Nevertheless,  it  should  be  remembered  that  measles  is  a most 
active  and  virulent  disease.  It  can  cause  death  particularly 
amongst  the  young  and  debilitated.  Its  complications  are 
many  and  serious.  Parents  should  be  aware  as  to  the  special 
danger  of  exposing  young  children  to  those  exhibiting  fever 
and  acute  catarrhal  symptoms  of  any  kind,  particularly  during 
years  and  seasons  of  epidemic  prevalence  of  measles. 


Poliomyelitis 


The  campaign  to  combat  Poliomyelitis  got  well  under 
way  during  the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  tactics  of  the  fight  against 
this  disease. 

Soon  after  infection  by  poliomyelitis  neutralizing  anti- 
bodies are  produced  in  the  blood  stream,  and  these  act  as 
protectors  against  future  attacks  of  the  disease. 
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The  aim  of  inoculation  is  to  produce  a sub-clinical 
infection  of  poliomyelitis  and  thus  to  artificially  produce  the 
anti-bodies.  The  results  are  satisfactory.  As  a consequence 
of  inoculation,  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  United 
States  of  America  in  1956  was  the  lowest  since  1947,  and  the 
figures  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1957  were  also  low.  In 
Canada  results  showed  that  only  1.07  per  100,000  inoculated 
persons  had  contracted  paralytic  poliomyelitis  compared  with 
5.39  per  100,000  among  the  unvaccinated.  Hence  not  only 
can  anti-bodies  be  demonstrated  in  the  blood  stream  of  the 
inoculated  but  the  results  “in  the  field”  are  encouraging. 

Perhaps  we  should  recall  that  Nottinghamshire  had  the 
unenviable  distinction  of  having  the  first  town  in  England 
in  which  an  outbreak  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  observed. 
This  was  in  1836,  although  the  disease  did  not  become  noti- 
fiable in  England  and  Wales  until  1912.  It  was,  however,  in 
1947  that  the  first  disastrous  attack  occurred  in  this  country. 
Poliomyelitis  erupted  with  volcanic  violence,  killing  707  out 
of  a total  of  nearly  8,000  cases.  An  organised  resistance 
movement  must  make  a recurrence  impossible. 

1 wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  my 
staff  and  the  co-operation  of  the  staffs  of  the  other  Depart- 
ments. In  particular,  I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Brogan,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Mr.  Plummer,  Deputy  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  their  assistance  which  was  so  readily 
given  from  the  start,  and  which  helped  so  much  during  my 
first  months  in  your  district.

Home  Nursing  Service 

Two  District  Nurses  (G.  Saxton  and  R.  M.  Pleming, 
Nurses’  Llats,  Beardall  Street,  Hucknall)  are  now  employed 
whole-time  in  general  nursing,  and,  in  addition,  the  part-time 
services  of  Nurse  Sutton  and  Nurse  Henry  are  Available  for 
this  service. 


Maternity  Outfits 

Sterilised  maternity  outfits  containing  all  dressings 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  a domiciliary  confinement  are 
supplied  free  of  charge  on  the  certification  of  the  midwife 
engaged  or  the  Health  Visitor. 


Care  of  Premature  Births 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water 
bottles,  blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance,  is  made  for  all 
premature  infants  requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  The 
midwife  accompanies  the  infant  on  the  journey  to  hospital. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants 
nursed  at  home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available 
when  required. 
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Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  available  where  domestic  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  this 
service  is  3/3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the  recipient  is  unable 
to  afford  this  standard  charge,  the  County  Council's  Scale  of 
Assistance  is  applied. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a total  of  Seventy-five 
Home  Helps  employed  on  the  joint  district  of  Hucknall  and 
Eastwood,  forty-six  of  whom  are  available  for  service  in  the 
Hucknall  Urban  District. 

Cases  in  need  of  help  should  be  reported  to  the  District 
Office  of  66  High  Street,  Hucknall  (Telephone  Hucknall  93). 
It  is  particularly  important  that  expectant  mothers  wishing 
to  book  a Home  Help  for  their  confinements  should  do  so 
at  an  early  date  in  order  that  adequate  arrangements  may  be 
made.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1958,  a year 
during  which  we  welcomed  the  return  of  our  student,  Mr. 
C.  Haskey,  on  completion  of  his  National  Service. 

Although  the  number  of  new  houses  available  during  the 
year  was  limited,  it  was  possible  to  proceed  with  our  Slum 
Clearance  plans  in  the  North  Ward.  Twenty-four  houses  in 
Eastwell  Street  were  scheduled,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
arrangements  were  being  made  for  rehousing  the  tenants. 
Three  individual  unfit  houses,  Nos.  84,  88  and  90  Watnall 
Road,  were  also  represented.  There  is  every  indication  that 
far  greater  progress  will  be  made  during  the  next  few  years, 
as  building  on  the  new  Welbeck  Estate  increases. 

Applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  numbered 
seventy-one  compared  with  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  1957. 
All  the  applications  proved  genuine.  We  have,  however,  been 
surprised  to  find  that  a number  of  tenants,  having  been  issued 
with  the  necessary  certificate,  are  still  paying  the  rent 
increase,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  repairs  have  been  carried 
out. 


Another  fourteen  houses  in  Bestwood  were  connected  to 
the  main  sewer.  This  further  reduced  the  cesspool  menace 
in  the  area,  only  nine  properties  now  remaining  on  cesspools, 
out  of  a total  of  61.  By  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements 
were  also  in  hand  for  the  connection  to  the  sewer  of  thirteen 
properties  at  Westville.  I must  thank  the  owners  concerned 
for  their  co-operation  and  trust  that  this  will  be  the  fore- 
runner of  many  similar  schemes  to  abolish  the  cesspools  in 
this  part  of  the  town. 

It  will  be  noted,  in  the  paragraph  headed  “Meat 
Inspection”,  that  no  whole  carcase  was  condemned  during 
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the  year  as  a result  of  any  generalised  infection.  I must 
congratulate  all  the  butchers  concerned,  as  such  a result  can 
only  be  achieved  when  a predominance  of  good  quality 
animals  are  purchased. 

Complaints  of  ant  infestations  just  topped  the  century 
mark,  being  more  than  double  the  number  for  the  previous 
year.  These  insects  are  such  prolific  breeders  that  one 
wonders  what  troubles  we  shall  encounter  in  the  years  to 
come.  Wasps  are  a nuisance  during  the  mid-summer  period, 
but  if  the  public  report  any  nest  they  find  to  my  department, 
immediate  and  effective  treatment  will  be  carried  out.

The  third  Dennis  Paxit  was  delivered  in  February, 
enabling  us  to  use  three  vehicles  of  this  type  almost  continu- 
ally throughout  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  Ford  side  loader 
is  now  only  used  when  breakdowns  occur  or  during  periods 
when  the  Paxits  are  serviced.  With  the  continual  develop- 
ment of  the  town  (1,110  private  and  council  houses  have 
been  built  during  the  last  10  years)  it  is  essential  that  the 
larger  capacity  vehicles  are  used  as  much  as  possible.

Tipping  continued  at  Wigwam  Lane,  mainly  on  the  old 
sewage  works  site.
